Chamberlain 
still hopes that the bill will be passed 
by Saturday of nex t week. 
In his report on the bill, Senator 
Chamberlain disclosed to the senate 
that General 
March 
had 
told 
the 
military committee that it was up 
to the United States to put enoug h 
men in France to win the war on the 
west front, and ex pressed the belief 
that four million Americans under 
one command could g o throug h the 
German lines whenev er they pleased. 
¿ 1,000,000 By Spring. 
The report also rev ealed that the 
American war prog ram calls for 8 0 
div isions, or something ov er 3,000,- 
000 men in France before J une 30, 
nex t y ear, with 18 more div isions in 
training camps at home at that time. 
Each of these div isiuns will consist, 
roug hly , of 40.000 men. 
Of all the men called for activ e 
serv ice under the proposed new ages, 
approx imately 2,300.000 
of 
them, 
General March 
told 
the 
military 
committee, according to the report, 
will be in France nex t J une, accord­ 
ing to the present program. 
The report said also that Secre­ 
tary Baker had informed the com ­ 
mittee that the present military pol­ 
icy called for the concentration of 
American troops on 
the

front, including Italy , and that the 
“ theory in 
the fig hting of the fu­ 
ture is that we must force the is­ 
sue and win on the west front.”

Immediate ex tension of the draft

If the draft ag es are ex tended 
to from 
18 to 4 5, General March 
said, the sy stem of v oluntary enlist­ 
ment in the United States army will 
be automatically disposed of. 
“ The United States g ov ernment,” 
General March is quoted as say ing , 
has been asked by our allies to e m ­ 
bark on a prog ram so larg e that it 
was necessary for us to v ery care­ 
fully ascertain whether we could go 
throug h with it. and one feature of 
the enlarg ed prog ram was to prov ide 
men.” 
The policy of the war de­ 
partment is to put a max imum of 
men in France in order to shorten the 
war. 
Ag es are Necessary . 
Prov ost Marshal General Crowder 
has shown that it is necessary to 
dro pthe ag e limit for the draft to 
18 and raise it to 4 5 in order to 
get the men necessary to carry tHe 
prog ram throug h.

There is no report of 
infantry action. 
In Lorraine, American patrols hav e 
broug ht in German prisoners. 
Allied airmen on Wednesday put 
43 enemy machines out of business.

ing of the front line. One platoon, 
led by Lieutenant Doan, from Maine, 
g ot throug h the first curtain of fire. 
Doan even went throug h the second 
with some volunteers, but that was 
all the help that could be sent to the 
225 men that were holding the, line 
attacked. 
They were only one to 
three but they foug ht in a way to 
surprise and dismay the six hundred 
Germans. 
One machine g un section in the 
villag e was reduced 
to two 
men, 
Monfort Wy ckoff and John 
Fly nn. 
Their g un jammed and Fly nn kept 
the Germans off with his revolver 
while Wy ckoff g ot the qu’ek-firer g o­ 
ing ag ain. 
They held their g round 
to the end. Two other men, unable 
to g et a sig ht at the Germans from 
their trench climed the parapet and 
stood Mhere erect firing their auto­ 
matics from the shoulder. Two in­ 
fantry men crawled out of a shell 
hole to g et a better aim. 
The Germans had lost a third of 
their 600 men when g rowing day ­ 
lig ht impaired the effectiveness of 
their smoke screen and they beg an 
t oretire. 
The fifty odd unwounded 
Americans left out of 225 went over 
the top after them. 
Two hundred is a conservative es­ 
timate of the German losses for our 
men buried forty seven of them on 
the field and there were more corpses 
in the tall g rass facing the position, 
out of reach. Thus the Germans lost 
nearly as many men as they had fac­ 
ing them during the fig ht. 
One of the heroes of the day was 
a cook who had been dismissed from 
the service on account of his loose 
habits with respect to drink. When 
sober he was possessed of an aston­ 
ishing amount of perseverance. He 
had foiled all efforts of the officers 
to put him out of the division. He 
left one reg iment to appear in anoth­ 
er. 
He passed one 
company 
to 
another until he reached the last 
one. 
If he was thrown out of that 
it was all over with his soldiering . 
He was one of the volunteers that 
went throug h both barrag es and he 
stay ed throug h the fig ht g iving first 
aid to the wounded under the sharp­ 
est fire from the assailants.
